For to come nearer to a Demonſtration of what we have 
hitherto diſcourſed on; Gad is nothing elſe hut Exs ſumme 
perfelum ; and Goodneſs is the Flower and Summity, nay 
more, the Root and Original of all PerfeQtion. - Socrates in 
Plato's Sympoſion faith concerning Love, . that, it is npeafu- 
Tz7% uy, Tjpaw7zTS Ocav, or imple Goodnels is the firſt Hy- 
poſtaſis in the Platonick Triad, and the Apoſlle tells us, 
that Love is the fulfilling of the Law, and all moral Excel- 
lencies are contained in it, by way of Eminency and Tran- 


ſcendency, and ( as he faith ) in the ſupereſſential Cauſes. 


Goodneſs is the richeſt, and moſt eſſential Attribute of the 
Divine Nature, which if you take from God, you rob him 
of the Deity. And all other Perfe&ions are onely fo. far 


morally ſuch, as they partake. of this, and are ſerviceable 


thereunto. Juſtice, that gives every one-his right and due, 
is ſo far onely commendable as-it communicates with Good- 
neſs; for Summum Jus ſumma Injuria, and tri Juſtice ma- 
ny times borders upon Cruelty,- at leaſt it is no perfetion 
to exatt it. Even this Goodneſs it is that enſtamps upon

all the Notion of Perigtion; the partaking or not parta- 
king of Goodnefs makes all Things undergo divers Cen- 
fares.

Ler 
there be a Being of infinite Subtilty and Cunning, that can 
contrive' ways, and carry on deſigns; and let it have Al 
mighty Power, that can compaſs and bring to paſs what- 
ever it would; and: let it be, as to its fubliſtence, immutge- 
ble and immenſe; yet, if you add to its Being Principles of 
Envy and Malice, it will be ſo far from deſerving the name 
of Good, that it will be a worſe Devil than Hell it ſelf can 
thew,. Were” there | a mighty Potentate upon Earth;' to 
whom'the whole World' are Skves and Vaſſals, and to 
whom all ſhould owe ( as from whom they firſt receiv'd)

Thus have you ſome imperfeft Account of that Send 
and fundamental Truth, That God is Love; and you ſee I 
have not been curious in ranking my Arguinents, or me-

not know that TI have ſpoken any thing which, as to me, 
is not as clear and evident as common Notions, and of whoſe 
Truth I make no more doubt than I doof my own Exiſtence, 
which the ſo much admired Monfiear hath made the firft 
a of his — But the fumm of all that hath 
been ſaid be compriſed in theſe three words, God « 
Love; which is witneſſed to us by Divine Revelation, by | 
Creation and Providence, by the inward ſenſe and experience 
of every —_ and by the Nature of Reaſoning it (elf. 

I could now from this fingle Principle of Divine Good- 
neſs, that we have hitherto been ſpeaking of, by mathema- 
tical and demonſtrative Evidence deduce the nobleſt Conely- 
ſions that the Mind of Man can entertain it ſelf withall : Bur 
this is too large and ſpacious a Field, and I muſt draw my 
Thoughts into a narrower compaſs. 

T ſhall rather take notice of a Troop of Objeftions, that
